Bill Giv in g State Fair Th at Su m 
Passes Sen ate. 


1 8 UP TO GOVERNOR NOW 


Will Also Gf*t About $35 ,0 0 0 
fr om 
the Br eeder s' Fund for the 
Ensuing T110 Year s. 


Col. J. R . Rippey, secr etar y of 
the Missour i State Fair , and Sena­ 
tor Chas. E. Yeater r eti|r ned yes­ 
ter day fr om Jeffer son City, wher e 
they had been in the inter est of 
the fair , 
wor king 
with 
Senator 
Mar tin and other fr iends to pr e­ 
vent a r eduction of the appr opr ia­ 
tion for the next two year s fr om 
175,000 to 150 000, and it gives 
the 
D 
e m o c r a t pleasur e to state 
that 
their effor ts wer e 
cr owned 
with success. 
A s is known to r eader s of this 
paper , the house passed the bill ap­ 
pr opr iating $75,000 for the fair , 
but when the measur e r eached the 
senate the committee to whom it 
was r efer r ed r epor ted in favor of 
r educing the $75,000 to $50,000. 
The bill came up in the senate 


Friday afternoon, 
when the com­ 
mittee’s report in favor of a $25,- 
000 cut was r ejected and the senate 
passed the house bill giving the fair 
$75,000. 
A ll that is now necessar y for the 
measur e to become a law is the sig­ 
natur e of Gov. Docker y, which the 
fr iends of the fair feel confident 
will not be withheld. 
Senator 
Mar tin, 
of 
Saline 
county, made a gallant 
fight for 
the bill,and won out, notwithstand­ 
ing 
he was bitter ly opposed by 
Senator s Heather , Rubey, M cN att 
and other s. 
Fr iday night the senate passed 
house bill No. 702. which it is ex­ 
pected will give the State 
Fair 
about 
$35,oco additional r evenue 
for the two ensuing year s. 
The 
bill follows ; 
Section I. 
Ther e is her eby ap­ 
pr opr iated out of any money in the 
state 
tr easur y, 
accr uing 
to 
the 
“ 
State Fair 
fund,” the 
sum 
of 
fifty thousand dollar s ($50,cxdo), or 
80 much ther eof as may be now in 
or as may be paid into said fund 
dur ing the year s of 1903 and 1904, 
the same to be paid to the State 
Fair boar d of dir ector s for the pur ­ 
pose of suppor ting and maintain­ 
ing the Missour i State Fair , upon 
the r equisition of the pr esident and 
secr etar y of said boar d. 
Sec. 2. 
Ther e is her eby appr o­ 
pr iated to the use and for the sup­ 
por t of the State Fair all money 
that may be r eceived and collected 
at the gates of the fair gr ounds and 
all money collected fr om the sale 
of pr ivileges and fr om entr ance 
fees, and fr om all other sour ces of 
income of the State Fair , including 
all gifts and donations for special 
pur ses and pr emiums; and all such 
income and r eceipts of the State 
Fair shall be used by the boar d of 
dir ector s 
for 
the 
suppor t 
and 
maintenance of the State Fair . 
Sec. 3. 
It being necessar y to 
pay the expenses of the State Fair 
in pr epar ing and publishing pr e­ 
mium lists and in pr epar ing for 
the holding of the next annual fair , 
it is found that an emer gency ex­ 
ists within the meaning of the con­ 
stitution ; ther efor e, this act shall 
take effect and be in for ce fr om 
and after its passage.

Neely has been tr aveling was ad­ 
ver tised to play at Canton, Lewis 
county, on last Thur sday night, 
and at Novinger on Fr iday and 
Satur day nights. 
Officer Love expected 
to find 
Rodney and Mr s. Neely at N o v­ 
inger yester day, but some fr iend of 
Rodney’s evidently sent him a tip 
and the couple left Novinger be­ 
for e the ar r ival of the Sedalians. 
The tr ail was still war m when 
Chief Lovfi r eached Novinger and 
he lear ned that Rodney and Mr s. 
Neely wer e enr oute to Quincy, III. 
Love at once took measur es to head 
off Rodney, and it was confidently 
expected last night that he would 
secur e the ar r est of the theatr ical

nell was in a capital position to fill 
his purse to repletion at the e x ­ 
pense of human distress, just as his 


fellow coal dealers were doing in 
every anthracite burning com m u­ 
n ity in the U nited States. 
T h e Pleasantville coal k in g is 
far-sighted as well as of a philan- 
trophic bent. 
W h e n he saw signs 
o f 
an 
im pending 
strike 
in 
the 
P en n sylvania coal fields he ordered 
car after car of coal, and as the 
strike cloud g re w darker he laid in 
still more coal. 
W h e n the storm 
broke and anthracite began to Foar 
sk y w a rd , M r. 
Cornell 
had 
coal 
enough in his yard to supply the 
normal w inter demand of Pleasant- 
vilie. T h e Pieasantvillians, alarmed 
at the reports of a national coal 
fam ine and 
excessive prices, re­ 
paired to the office of their local 
dealer to find with delighted sur­ 
prise that anthracite was the same 
old price in Pleasantville. 
T o his customers Mr. Cornell e x ­ 
plained that, having been prudent 
enough to buy his supply at nor­ 
mal prices, he was in a position to 
sell to them at normal prices and 
did not propose to exact a penny 
more of profit because the market 
price of anthracite had advanced 
entirely out of proportion 
to 
his 
o w n selling price. 
T h ro u gh ou t the great strike and 
all w in ter long this man w hom old 
D iogenes w ould have loved to flash 
his lantern upon sold coal to his 
fello w tow n sm en at 
a 
price 
less 
than half that asked by neighbor­ 
in g coal dealers. 
H a v in g only enough of the black 
diamonds 
for local consumption, 
he rigidly declined to sell a pound 
o f coal to the hundreds of outsiders 
w h o drove to Pleasantville to beg 
for an equality of treatment w ith 
the Pleasantville folk, and to guard 
against 
hoggishness

the 
charm ed circle, or any little side 
speculation by customers, he would 
not sell more coal than he thought 
w as needed for actual consumption.

RAISES MINERS’ WAGES. 


Operators Win, Too, As Commission 
Kefased to Recommend Recog:- 
nition of the Union. 


W a SHiNGTON, March 2S. — The 
report of the commission appointee 
by the president last October to in­ 
vestigate the anthracite coal strike 
was made poblic today. 
In brief, the commission recom­ 
mends a general increase of wages, 
amounting in most instances to 10 
per c e n t; some decrease of time ; 
the settlement of all 
disputes by 
arbitration ; fixes a minimum wage 
and a 
sliding 
scale; 
provides 
against discrimination of persons 
by either the mine owners or the 
miners on account of membership 
or 
non-membership 
in 
a 
labor 
union and provides that the awards 
made shall continue in force until 
March 31, 1906. 
The commission 
discussed to some extent the matter 
of recognition or non-recognition 
of the miners’ union, but declined 
to make any award on this meas­ 
ure. 
The commission tells more than 
once of its incapacity to make an 
award on the demand of the miners 
^ for a recognition of their union be­ 
cause the union is not a party to 
the submission. Attention is called 
to the fa ct tha t Mr. Mitchell a p­ 
pea red befo re the co mmissio n a s 
“ the representative of the anthra­ 
cite coal mine workers” and not in 
his official capacity. 
The members 
of the commision call attention to 
the fact 
that 
the 
agreement 
to 
arbitrate was reached between the 
operators and a coal miners’ con­ 
vention. 
The 
commissioners 
say 
that 
“ trades unionism” is rapidly be­ 
coming a matter of business. 
I 
the energy of the employer is di­ 
rected to discouragement and re­ 
pression of the union he need no 
be surprised if the more radica 
ones are the ones most frequently 
heard. 
They express the opinion 
that differences can best be settlec 
by consultations by the employer 
with a “ committee chosen by his 
employes, ” but they add that “ in 
order to be entitled to such recog­ 
nition, the labor organization must 
give the same recognition to the 
rights 
of 
the 
employer 
and 
of 
others which it demands for itself 
and for its members. ” 
T hey a d d : 
“ The union must not undertake 
to assume or to interfere with the 
/ management of the business of the 
employer. ” 
They also pronounce 
as untenable the contention 
that 
“ a majarity of the employes of an 
industry, by voluntarily associating 
themselves in a union, acquire au­ 
thority over those who do not so 
associate themselves. ”
